Harvest Delayed by 
Showery Weather 


FROST FRIDAY MORNING 


gone, has formed a decided con- 
trast to last week, when the weath- 
er was ideal tor harvesting purposes. 

On Saturday evening quite an a- 


fell, and early on Thursday morning 
there was quite a considerable rain- 
fall. The weather, naturally, with 
so much rain, has been rather cool, 
and grain has not advanced much. 

On Thursday afternoon a shower 
of hail fell in Strathmore and to the 
south of town, but did not do any 
damage. At the same time the 
weather tnrned much colder, and 
early on Friday morning frost was 
registered, heavy enough to do dam- 
age to garden stuff and potatoes, 
The thermometer at the Strathmore 
Hardware Co. registered two de- 
grees and at the Demonstration 
Farm there were between two and 
three degrees. A skin of ice formed 
on the shallow puddles 
streets. 

It is difficult to know how much 
damage was done the grain crop, 
but there must have been some, es- 
pecially on low-lying lands, as much 
of the grain was not fully ripened. 
The effect of the frost will not be 
known till threshing time.

Most of the barley and fall wheat 
is now in stook, and a small pro-| 
portion of spring wheat has been 
cut. About fifty per cent. of the| 
spring wheat is stated to be ready; 
for the binder, and it only awaits a 
day or two of sunshine to make har- 
vesting general. 

Some of the threshermen expect 
to start work about the middle of 
next week, 

Grain cut so far has been of ex- 
cellent quality, and the average 
wheat yield is expected to be around 
thirty bushels tothe acre. Another 
week like last week would mature 


everything. 


The showery weather conditions of 


the last five days have been general 
throughout the west, and in Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan, and Northern 


Alberta, the rain started in about 


Thursday. 


About thirty harvest hands came 
into town on Saturday, and most ot 
these secured employment the same 
day. In addition a number of local 
farmers are getting their harvest 
help through Calgary agencies. 
There is no pronounced shortage 
of binder twine, most of the farmers 
having ordered theirs some time 
ago, and at any rate there is stated 
to beenough being shipped out to 
the West by express to supply the 
needs. 

Naturally not so many binders 
were sold this year as last by local 
dealers, as most of the farmers are 
now stocked up with implements, 
but nevertheless quite a namber 
were sold. Probably over seventy 
five have gone out this fall, 


Sidewalks 


Material for the construction of 
the cement sidewalks for the busi- 
ness section of the town is now ar- 
riving in better quantity and time 
than before, and the contractors, 
Messrs. Baxter Bros., have done! 
quite a lot of work this week, main- 
ly in the way of putting in retaining | 
walls, etc. 

Two carloads of cement and sey- 
eral carloads of gravel arrived this 
week. The delay previously was 
attributable to the slow shipment of 
gravel, and it is to be hoped that 
the remainder of the gravel will be 
shipped in better time. 

As will be noted from our adver- 
tising columns, the Council are ad- 
vertising for tenders for the con- 
struction of plank sidewalks through- 
out the residental district of the 
town. The cost of these is estimat- 
ed at something like $10,000, 

Specifications for this are being 
prepared by the John Galt Engineer- 
ing Coy. It is the intention to have 
the whole of the sidewalk work 
completed this fall, if the weather 
conditions permit.

straw, and chaff are weeded out of it. 
Very often good seed, spoiled by get- 
ting wet in the stack or in the bin 
is undoubtedly injured and where a) 
good crop has resulted it is only by 
working on new land or clean summe 
fallow land, free from disease. 

According to H. L. Bolley, botan- 
Ist the essential steps to get better 
seed are—Raise your own seed; har- 
vest the seed when mature; thresh it! 
as soon as dry; store the seed dry; 
grade out of it all weed seeds; and 
always use a pure variety of seed 
Where these steps are followed the 
seed will each year become more and 
more resistant until eventually you 
have a seed that is practically disease 
resistant for the land.—Winnipeg 
lelegram, | 


The Mukden Cemetery 


A recent traveler through Manchu- 
ria gives us a picture and description 
cf the great cemetery which the Jap- 
anese have nearly completed and 
which sone time ago they conse- 
erated to the Russian dead who fell 
in the battles about Mukden. In} 
their precipitate retreat the armies of 
the Czar left thousands upon thou- 
sands of their fallen comrades unbur- 
led After the signing of the treaty 
of peace the soldiers of the Mikado 
collected every last bone and every 
bit of ragged uniform and every brok- | 
en weapon which the Russians had 
left upon the fleld, and buried them 
with soldierly honors In the centre 
of this vast plot they enclosed by a 
white marble fencing a reserved space 
for those who had evidently been offi. 


cers Over the graves of the com-! 
mon soldiers fron crosses in the 
Greek form were erected, and over 


the graves of the commanding officers 
crosses of white marble Then as 
a pivot to the converging lines they 
reared a terrace and on the terrace 
built a marble temple, all at a cost of 
50,000 yen When the work was 
ready for dedicatory rites they invit- 
ed Russian ecclesiast#/s from Pekin, 
Harbin and Vladivostock, together 
with such military commanders as 
were near, to assemble for religious 
service in this chapel, where, amid 
the 
solemnly consecrated as a 
resting place for the Russian dead 
We think we have not done badly 
when 50 years after the Battle of 
Gettysburg we Invite the surviving 
Confederates to meet us where they 
fought us, and with their Northern | 
fellow-citizens give thanks to-day for 
a united country But the Japs have 
bettered, as well as anticipated, our 
act For within five years of the 
battle of Mukden they laid out the 
field as a cemetery for their conquer 
ed enemie yuried them decently, had

An Agricultural Jubilee 


Mr. Marcus Woodward, writing in 
the Contemporary Review for July, 
enlarges on the fact that this year 


marks the jubilee of a most remark- 


able and significant experiment § in 
scientific farming at Blounts Farm, 
Sawbridgewcrth, Hertfordshire. For 


fiity years past corn, and nothing but 
has been grown continuously, 
on a certain definite system, on this 
tarm of 450 acres There has been 
no rotation of crops and no keeping 
of stock: year after year for half a 
century the same land has been made 
to yield corn crops only. A record 
kept for the past 25 years shows that 
this land has yielded, of wheat, 35 
bushels per acre, as against the United 


Kingdom's 30 bushels per acre as a 
whole, and Canada’s 18 bushels per 
acre, The experiment has been 


jroved a sound one, its success has 
been established beyond any quetion. 
It has paid, and the land has not been 
impoverished, rather it has been im- 
proved and seems good for at least 
another ifty years of continuous 
corn-growing. 

The system was inaugurated by the! 
late Mr. J. Prout, whose son has car- 
ried on the work since 1894 The 
whole article is well worth a study

NEWS. A. COMMANDER 


The Late General Appointed his Son 
to Succeed him as Head of the Sal- 
vation Army—King George and 
Many Netables send Messages of 
Condclence 


London - -In the presence of all the 
Salvation Army commissioners and 
the principal officers in London at the 
international headquafters on Queen 
Vietoria Street, General Booth’s testa- 
ment, entrusted to the army's soli- 
citor twenty-two years ago. appoint- 
ing the laie commander-in-chief's son, 
Bramweli Booth, to succeed him, was 
Cpened ard read. 

Bramwell Booth, who has been 
chief of the staf. of the Salvation Army 
since 1880, accepted the succession 
with much feeling Following his 
£peech was a prayer and the seriptur- 
al reading was followed by an impres- 
sive service, Mrs. 
and Mrs. Booth-Helberd, and other 
well known army leaders, were among 
the participants, 

General Booth's funeral will be held 
on the afternoon of August 29 at Ab- 
hey Park Cemetery, in Stoke, New- 
ingtou, where his wife was but 
fed. The funeral procession from 
the international headquarters, which 
will pass through some of the princi- 
bal thoroughfares of the city, will start 
at noon, Many thousands of persons 
are expected to participate In the fun- 
eral service for the army, which will 
be held on the preceding night at the 
great hall of Olympia, the scene of 
the international horse show and var- 
fous pageants and exhibitions, which 
bas been chosen for its spaciousness. 

Several newspapers suggested that 
the general's work entitled him to lie 
in Westminster Abbey or St. Paul's 
Cathedral where many other of the 
nation’s greatest heroes of war and 
peace are entombed, but his wish was 
to be buried beside .the remains of 
his wife, and it is doubtful if the 
church authorities will make the offer 
to place the body in the cathedral. 

Bramwell Booth presided at the 
meeting held in the international 
headquarters. After calling on Com- 
missioner McKie for a_ prayer, the 
chief of the staf announced that he 
tad called the officers together to 
hear the reading of the documents 
appointing General Booth's successor. 
The army solicitor produced a large 
sealed envelope, which had lein in his 
tafe just twenty-two years to a day. 

It bore in the general's handwrwit- 
ing: 

“The appcintment of my suecessor, 
William Booth, 21st August, 1890.” 

After the envelope was passed 
around the cirele of officers, Solicitor 
Ranger cut it open and read the form- 
al appointment of the chief of the staff 


as commander-in-chief The solici- 
tor then formally asked Bramwell 
Booth if he accepted the post The 


chief of the staff replied with deep 
emotion. accepting the appointment 
and expressing his keen sense of the 
great loss that the army had sustain- 
ed and added his resolution to carry 
out faithfully the new responsibilities 
cast upon him 

King Was one of the first 
condolences to the 
bereaved family Messages also 
were received from Premier Asquith 
the Archbishop of Canterbury and 
other prelates of the Church of Eng- 
lend, the Lord Mayor of London, Sir 
Thomas B. Crosby, the Earl of Mouth 
n.d the Furl of Aberdeen and wany 
others, including representatives of 
the Protestant creeds and prominent 
persons of the Jewis! faith.

THE ACCIDENTS OF A MONTH 


Departmental Report 108 Fatal and 2/2 
Non Fatal During July 

Ottawa - -During the month of July 
there were 108 fatal and 272 non- 
fatal accidents ‘ecomed by the De 
partment of Labor. 

This ts an increase of 46 fatal and 
23 non-fatal accidents, compared with 
July, 1911. 

Accidents recorded in which more 
than two workmen were killed, were 
one, as the result of a falling derrick 
at Kenogmi, Que., on July 1, by 
Which 7 men were killed, one by 
which four railway construction hands 
were kiled by a premature explosion 
of dynamite on July 23 near Maberly, 
Ont., one at Keepgmi, on July 2: 
by which four men were killed by the 
caving in of a trench; two powder 
factory explosions; two killed as a 
result in « factory at Windsor Mills, 
Que., on July &; two workmen elect- 
rocuted as the result of a falling pile 
driver coming in contact with live 
wires at Merford, Ont., on July 18. 


LABOR DISPUTES IN JULY 


Forty-Six Reported to Department, In- 
crease of 28 Over July 1911 

Ottawa -—Industrial conditions were 
seriously disturbed by labor disputes 
during July, the number in existence 
nm that month being considerab!y 
greater than the number existing dur- 
ing June. 

The number actually commencing 
however during July, compares fav- 
orably with that of the previous 
pionth. 

In all, forty-six disputes were re- 
ported to the Department. an increase 
of nine as compared” with June and 
an increase of 28 as compared with 
July, 1911, 

A termination of the garment work- 
ers strike occurred during July whieh 
caused a resumption of operations by 
more than 4000 employees after near- 
ly two months of idleness

In fact 'n some markets cash wheat 
prices are fully as high as they were 
‘wo mon‘hs ago, and the demand for 
cash wheat is unusually good consid- 
ering the time of the year, for the 
first of the 1912 crop is just beginning 
to come on the markets. From the 
beginning of July uv to the present 
time the weather over the American 
continent has been generally very 
favorable for the seasonable growth 
and maturing of the grain crops. In 
the United States the harvesting of 
the winter wheat made good progress 
with practicaily no interruption by 
unfavorable weather, and although the 
yield in the soft winter wheat stares 
tributary to the Chicago market is 
very light owing to the severe winter 
killing of the crop in these states. the 
hard winter wheat crop in Kansas, 
.te., is turning out a large yield, Then 
in the spring wheat states the crop 
has advanced to harvest, with practl- 
ca4y no damage to it and the yield 
is going to be one of the }-st on re- 
cord. The crop situation in 
the United States seems 80 
favorable that the August report of the 
Agricultural Department at Washing- 
ton, indicates a prebable yield of 
390,009,000 bus. of winter wheat and 
290,000.000 bus. of spring wheat, to- 


gether 680,000,000 bus. with average 
quality much hjgher than usualy 
against 621,000,000 bus. the final es-

The Last Big Indian Show 


One thing that will make the 
big Stampede Celebration in Cal- 
gary next week of more than 
ordinary importance is that it 
will probably be the last time 
that there will be a big full dress 
Indian parade, and for that reason 
those people who have not had 
the opportunity of seeing one 
before should make sure of taking 
it in, : 

For some time past the Do- 
minion Government has been 
setting its face resolutely against 


in crops and mixed farming is being 
carried on. They say that by mixed 
farming returns to some extent are 
ensured.

However they are just building up a 
first class herd and better milkers 
may be expected in the near future. 
The stables are equipped in modern 
style and a milking machine is i) 
operation., The cows enjoy being 
milked by this modern machine, al- 
though it is doubtful whether in 
many respects it is as satisfactory 
as the old method of milking by 
hand. 

Poultry and horticulture are given 
considerable attention and it is ex- 
pected will prove very profitable 
lines of agriculture. 

Prof. W. J. Elliott, who is the 
manager, is endeavoring to make it 
financially, a successful proposition. 

lo the people of the neighborhood 
it is of immense value being a great 
source of education forthem. If the 
agriculturist is in doubt about some 
certain point in regard to his farm 
practice, he obtains his desired in- 
formation from the demonstration 
farm, and also has the results of the 
experiments conducted to enable 
him to be more successful.

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Importance of Crop 
Rotation | 


The third annual report of the 
Canadian Commission of Conserva- 
tion, of which we have just received 
a copy, gontains some very interest-| 
ing ra@fing, and the findings es- 
pecially in regard to agriculture, 
should be of great interest to far- 
mers in this district. The Com- 
mission, as iis name implies, is 
mainly interested in the conserva- 
tion of Canada’s natural resources, 
the chief of which is the fertility of | 
the soil, The commission has been | 
making extensive — investigations | 
into the methods of agriculture 
practiced in the Dominion, and have 
compiled a mass of figures which 
show conclusively that farming con- 
ducted on a systematic rotation 
basis benefits both the farmer and 
the country as a whole. The com-| 
mission is now opening up thirty) 
“TMlustration” farms throughout the 
Dominion, to exemplify good farm- 
ing methods. 

Dr. J. W. Robertson's report, 
part of which is appended, shows 
by percentages the farmers in the 
various provinces reporting an in- 
crease in their yields over ten years 
ago. Figures for Saskatchewan 
and Alberta are not given, as there 

.. was not much farming done in these 
provinces ten years ago, but Mani- 
toba furnishes an example of the 
effects of continuous wheat growing, 
and should be a warning to other 
Western Provinces. 

The following are extcacts from 
Dr. Robertson's report to the Com- 
mission :— 

CROP YIELDS 


We are making progress. The 
Agricultural Survey of 1,212 tarms 
in our nine provinces brought this 
out. Taking the hundred farms in 
Nova Scotia, 49 percent. of the far- 
mers reported an increase in the 
yield of crops as compared with ten 
years ago. That is very good; they 
are not on the down grade in Nova 
Scotia. In Prince Edward Island, 
there was a decided decrease from 
the original productiveness until 
about fiftean or eighteen years ago; 
but since then, since they began to 
adopt the systems and methods that 
these best 10 per cent. of the far- 
mers | have mentioned employed, 
there has been a decided increase; 
and 51 per cent. of the farmers re- 
port an increase as against ten years 
ago. In New Brunswick, 24 per 
cent. report an increase in Quebec, 
39 per cent.; in Ontario 24 per cent.

No doubt the same principle applies 
to the rotation of civilizations, and 
social conditions and opportunities. 
The generation of to-day must pro- 
vide cleaner fields with fewer weeds, 
less disease and more fertility? On 
the whole, we are on the up-grade, 
but we may slipback. That is why 
I connect the rotation of crops with 
the hang-together-ness of things on 
the farm. A good system of rota 
tion provides for the spreading of 
the labour of the farmer over most 
of the year. The other system 
means a rush of work and very long 
hours for two morths in spring and 
two in harvest, and little satistying 
occupation during the other parts of 
the year. | have never known a 
healthy man who, under sixty, could 
loaf for Wall the year and escape the 
devil. | do not mean the devil 
hereafter, but the devil here and 
now Aman has to be at some- 
thing, something with a definite 
purpose that calls out his powers, or 
he will not be happy. Where the 
practicable system of farming does 
not provide satisfying, profit-leaving 
work during the winters, let us have 
what the Swiss have, what the 
Swedes and Norwegians have: the 
home industries—not for profits, but 
for the salvation of the boys and 
young men and the satisfaction of 
the women. Labour, intelligent 
skilful labour, labour with good will 
is the means of grace, whereby the 
race will be always rising, rising, 
rising. 

Then the systematic rotation of 
crops cleans the land, gives a varie- 
ty of products, increases the yields 
per acre and leaves the place fertile 
and clean, That is the acme of all 
culture on the land and in life, fer- 
tility and beauty. This is the gen- 
eral conclusion gathered from these 
farms; that, where a systematic ro- 
tation of crops has jprevailed, there 
has been from two to three times 
the profit to the farmer and a con- 
servation of fertility. That is the 
general conclusion of the whole 
matter, 

Let me mention a few of the facts 
in between the ends of that general 
conclusion, I shall take first the 
provinces east of the Great lakes, 
where a systematic rotation of crops 
is practicable under the conditions 
ot climate, labour and market. In 
Nova Scotia, only 8 per cent. of the 
farmers followed any systematic ro- 
tation of crops; in Prince Edward 
Island, 4 per cent. on a small part 
of the farm; in New Brunswick, 13 
per cent.; in Quebec, only 4 percent, 
and in Ontario, §3 per cent. Does 
that not tell a tale worthy of study?

When the 
potatoes are ready put them into a, 
hot oven and keep it so until they 
are fully baked, which should be in 
about three quarters of an hour, Be 
us particular about your oven for 
baking potatoes as you would be if 
sou were baking cake. Just as you 
remove ‘he potatoes from the oven 
strike them, causing them to pop open. 
Put in a bit of butter and send to the 
table immediately. 

Finest baked potatoes.—There is 
perhaps no doubt but that the finest 
baked potato in the world is baked 
in hot ashes right next to a bed of 
.ive coals. 

Baked Fleke Potatoes.—-Scrub and 
bake large size mealy potatoes. Re- 
move the end of each, scoop out the 
inside, mash, add butter until as light 
as snowflakes Season with salt, 
pepper, and butter and return to the 
potato skins, kept hot in the oven.

Scientific Opinion Would Appear to be 
Strongly in the Negative 

That fascinating 
probability of the planets being inhab- 
ited—is discussed in tbe journal of 
che Royal Astronomical society of 
Canada oy Prof. Robert Grant Aitken! 
of the Lick Observatory. Prof. Ait- 
ken summarizes all the latest re- 
searches, aic his conclusion in regard 
to the possibility of the planets are 
as follows: 

The moon—The moon must be re- 
garded as practically a dead world, 
olthough it may be that low forms of | 
vegetable life are sustained by water 


| Vapor exuding through crevices from 


the moon's interior 

Jupiter—Obviously in such a world 
there can be no question of life. The 
conditions are chaotic. Jupiter is 
a semisun, probably gaseous through- 
out, with matter distributed as on the 
sun, and there is no well defined sur- 
face or crus 

Saturn— fhis planet resembles Jup 
iter, but it is probably not so far ed- 
vanced and is even less fit for hab- 
It tion than its neighbor. 

Uranus and Neptune—They are so 
far away from the sun that its heat 
and light can hardly be effective in 
protecting life upon these two planets 
even should life in any way origin- 
ate there. 

Satellites of Jupiter and Saturn— 
It is possiule some of them may have 
water and an atmosphere dense 
enough for life This is merely con- 
Jectural and not very probable. 

Mercury — {t apparently always 
keeps Ue same face towards the sun; 
it gets seven times as much heat as 
the earth and neither its eternal night 
nor its everlasting day is suitable for 
any form of life. It seems to have 
no atmosphere

Legislation Needed 

“The effect of the Quebec legislation 
is noticeable this year. The export 
of raw pulpwood from that province 
was decreased by 142,864 cords, or 
18.8 per cent. Its domestic consump- 
tion increased by 47,671 cords, or 
nearly 14 per cent., and three new 
milis were started in addition to 
several others under construction. In 
the other provinces taken together, 
the export of raw pulpwood increased 
by 47,662 cords, or 29 per cent.; the 
domestic consumption was increased 
by 26,180 cords, or 10.2 per cent.; and 
one mill less reported. It is evident 
that this legislation is already having 
the desired effect in stimulating the 
growth of the industry. It would also 
seem to have been effective in stimu- 
lating the export of pulpwood from 
other provinces, and from private 
lands in the province of Quebec. 

“All the provinces are fully alive to 


acres of land. 

Mr. Pamment in the course of an 
interview on Tuesday evening said: 

“The main fact and the impor- 
tant one I want to impress on every 
farmer who wants to join the move- 
ment, is first, last and all the time 
that the permanent success of the 
moVement depends absolutely on 
keeping the goods we handle up to 
a high standard.
